BLEW FORTY MILES AN HOUR 


APPARATUS OF WEATHER BU- 
REAU WAS CARRIED AWAY. 


Precipitation of Rain Was One-Half 
Inch, Which Was Much Less 
Than Thet in Chicago 
and St. Paul. 


A windstorm which was almost a cyclone 
Yaged over St. Louis at intervals from sun- 
down Friday until 5:39 o'clock Saturday 
morning. 

It came from the plains of Kansas and 
from the Missouri valley, and is the same 
storm which ravaged Concerdia, Kan., Fri- 
day morning. 

It passed toward the lakes, and was heard 
from shortly before nocn Saturday at 
Grand Haven, Mich. 

hortly before 4 o’clock Saturday morn- 
fng the wind gained a velocity of 38 miles 
an hour. 

How hard it blew after that time will 
fever be exactly known, agjhe anemometer, 
which registers the velocity of wind, blew 
@way {rom its moorings on top of the Fed- 
eral bullding. Dr. Hyatt, who had sup- 
posed the apparatus so securely fastened 
that a tornado could not move it, is now 
rigging up another instrument of the same 
port, with ball and chain attachment. : 

With the wind came rain, beating agalfst 
walls and windows with the force of hail. 

One-Lalf inch of rain fell during the 
Night. according to the official precipitation 
records. 

It was a heavy rain, but less heavy than 
those experienced in some other cities. In 
St. Paul the precipitation was 2.86 inches, 
end in Chicago 1.26 inches. 

Wind and rain wrought havoc in St. Louis 
during the night. Trees were uprooted and 
broken in all parts of the city, fences were 
blown down and chimneys were wrecked. In 
gome parts of the city sheds and barns were 
@emolished. 

The storm has passed, Observer Hyatt be- 
Jieves, and he says that the weather will 
be fair Saturday night and Sunday, and 
probably Monday, with lower temperature 
and possibly frost Saturday night.

MRS, CABANNE 
LOST HER SUIT 


Jury Found for the Transit 
Company. 


SHE ASKED $15,000 DAMAGES 


ALLEGED SHE WAS ASSAULTED 
BY A MOTORMAN. 


Suit Was the Sequel to an Encounter 
Between ‘“‘Dute” Cabanne and 
the Car Crew Last De- 
cember. 


Mrs. D. L. Cabanne’s $15,000 damage suit 
against the St. Louis Transit Co. was 
brought to a close at 1:30 o’clock today 
when the jury returned a verdict in favor 
of the defendant company. 

The most of the morning session of the 
court was taken up by the arguments of 


the counsel on both sides. Mrs. Cabanne 
and her husband were in the room sur- 
rounded by friends. 

She was deeply interested in the argument 
of her attorney, Dan Taylor, who dwelt 
upon the allegation that a beautiful woman 
had been maliciously assaulted by a transit 
company motorman, and that for such un- 
gallant act on the part of one of its ser- 
routs the company should be severely pun- 
shed. 


Instruction Was 

Unprejudiced. 
Judge Hough instructed the jury that in 
case they found that Mrs. Cabanne had 


been injured as the petitiqn alleged they 
were to find for her In the sum of $15,000. 

During the argument of Mr. Hocher, the 
attorney for the transit company, Mr. Tay- 
lor objected to the mention of Mrs. Ca- 
Dannc’s ayege 4 in the previous trial, in 
which she is said to have testified that it 
was the intention of her husband and her- 
self tu leave the car at Boyle avenue. 

The center of Mr. Hocher’s efforts was 
to show that the couple remained on the 
car after they had passed their destination, 
and he argued that this was done in order 
to bring about the fight between Mr. Ca- 
banne and the conductor, out of which the 
present damage suit arose.

MUST ASK POSTPONEMENT 


Congressmen Tell Mr. Francis They 
Cannot Act Without Company’s 
Initiative. 


WASHINGTON, April 26.—D. R. Francis, 
president of the Louisiana Pyrchase Expo- 
sition Company, was in Washington last 
Wednesday, although his presence was 
known only to a limited few. He was ac- 


companied by former Senator T. H. Carter, 

Mr. Francis called on Secretary Hay, with 
whom he conferred regarding exhibits from 
foreign countries. 

Mr. Francis was made acquainted 
the exact situation here relative to the 

ostponement of the Fair. He was in- 
ormed that if postponement was desired 
and the Fatr corporation asked for it, lit- 
tle or no difficuity would be experienced 
in securing desired action by Congress. He 
was told of the possibilities offered of in- 
serting an amendment in the sundry civil 
bill when it is taken up for consideration 
the latter part of next week bv the Senate, 
providing for an tg oe ye and readjusting 
all Fair legisiation had thus far 80 as to 
accord with the postponement without det- 
riment to the Fair. 

He has been told that any movement in 
Congress for stponement in the absence 
of action on the part of the St., Louls peo- 
ple would placé the senators favoring it, as 
well as the Exposition company, [In a dis- 
creditable light with foreign countries. The 
company would be placed in the attitude of 
not knowing what it is about in its asser 
tions that it can be ready in 1903. Mr. Fran- 
cis wus told that if the present opportunity 
was not taken advantage of it was doubtful 
if such a favorable opportunity would again 
present itself, and the responsibility. of let- 
ting it pass would lie with the Exposition 
company, involying the success or failure 
of the Fair to open on time and in a com- 
plete shape.

DEAL LARGEST OF KIND EVER FI- 
NANCED BY ST. LOUIS COM- 
PANY. 


It Was Consummated by Festus J. 
Wade, President of Mercantile Trust 
Co.—Road Runs Between Leban- 
on, Tenn., and Emory Gap. 


It was stated on good authority in finan- 
cial circles Saturday morning that the 
Mercantile Trust Co. has finally closed a 
deal by the terms of which it pledges itself 
to finance the new Tennessee Central rail- 
road to the amount of $15,000,000. 

This is the largest transaction of its kind 
that has been made by a St. Louis financial 
institution. It was engineered, it is stated, 
by Festus J. Wade, president of the trust 
company. 

Mr. Wade was absent from his office on 
business Saturday morning and his confirm- 
ation of the report could not be had, al- 
though it was admitted at the trust com- 
pany'’s headquarters that financial negotia- 
tiong were on. 

There |have been conferences of this na- 
ture for several weeks, which have caused 
numerous rumors that the deal was closed. 
The Financial Chronicle of New York 
prints the following terms of a mortgage 
that has been recorded: 

“The mortgage given to the Mercantile 
Trust Co. of St. Louis is to be dated July 1, 
1902, as trustee, and secures a maximum of 
$15,000,000, 50-year 5 per cent gold bonds, 
coupons payable Januag and July, bonds 
being redeemable at 6 per cent premiums, or 
at 105, on and after July 1, 1907, at ontion 
of the company.

The Tennestee Central operates now 
from Lebanon to Emory Gap 

The distance is 127 miles. 

The rails are laid into Nashville, but no 
trains are being run. It -is the intention 
of the stockholders to go east into the 
Cumberland mountains and there tap a Jine 
to the coast. It has been bullt to the north- 
west from Nashville to Clarksville, on the 
border line between Tennessee and Ken- 
tucky. There it connects with the Iilli- 
nois Central and will operate freight with 
that road under special agreement. 

Th object of the line is to pourer the 
400,000 acres of coal land in the Lebanon 
region. This land is owned by the Cum- 
berland Coal and Coke Co. A majority of 
stockholders in that corporation cgntrol the 
Tennessee Central. 

Jere Baxter of Nashville Is president of 
the road, L. 8S. Miller of Nashville is gen- 
eral manager. The resident officer of the 
company is N. P. Chapman, second vice- 
president.

nue. The remainder of the family are resi- 


dents of Kingston. 

Isaac Bawden was a boy when he decided 
to leave the Dominion for the states and, 
despite vigorous parental opposition. he 
bade farewell to Canada. From that day 
until last month not a word was heard con- 
cerning his fortunes. 

For five years Joseph Bawden, an Aat- 
torney of ingston, the only surviving 
brother of Isaac Bawden, has advertised 
for information. Last month he received a 
letter from a minister in Los Angeles, Cai., 
who said he once roomed with an Isaac 
Bawden in St. Louis, and that this Bawden 
was shot and killed. 

This information was forwarded James 
H. Bawden, the nephew, in this city, with 
instructions to investigate. Young Bawden 
advertised and his card was seen By Mrs. 
Million. She answered it, and Mr. Bawden 
called. He was satisfied that the woman 
was the real widow. and learned that there 
had been no issue to the marriage.

“The reported wory 
heirs to a fortune is bosh,.’’ James Bawden 


stated to the Post-Dispatch Saturday. ‘lhe 
only object we have in getting facts about 
Uncle Isaac is to satisfy ourselves. 


None Knew What

“He was a rover, and none of us knew 
what had become of him until we heard 
from that minister in California. I investi- 
ated the coroner’s records and interrogated 

rs. Million. I am satisfied that the man 
John Beaumont killed in 1875 was my uncle. 
I have communicated these facts to Mr. 
Joseph Bawden in Ontario, and the work 
is done. There is no fortune that I know 
anything about.”’ : 

Beaumont was a prominent contractor in 
St. Louis in 1875. Bawden worked under 
him. They quarreled one day and Bawden 
was killed. Beaumont sustained a plea of 
self-defense. 


MAYOR AGAINST WATER CO. 


Chief Executive of Belleville Files Re- 
ply to Application for Writ. 
Mayor John B. Hay of Belleville, who is 
acting as his own attorney in the litiga- 
tion between the city and the Deep-Well 
Water Co., filed his answer Friday after- 
noon in the Belleville Circuit Court to the 
application of the water company for 4 
writ of mandamus to compel the mayor to 
sign a warrant for a claim of $4666.67, al, 
leged to have been allowed by the City 

Council. 

The main contention of the answer, which 
is voluminous, is that while the council, at 
a meeting held on Oct, 7, 1997, did allow 
the claim. such action was taken subse- 
quently as amounted to a revocation and 
recission of the allowance of the claim. 

At the meeting following the one at 

which the claim was allowed Mayor Hay 
returned the claim with his veto. A ques- 
tion was raised as to the right of the mayor 
to exercise the veto power in such a mat- 
er. 

At the next meeting before the question 
had been settled the action taken by the 
council in allowing the claim was recon- 
sidered and the claim was disallowed. 

The mayor contends that the last action

Although the temporary appropriation bili 
was reported favorably Friday by Chairman 
Boyce of the ways and means committee 
to the City Council, it will lay over in the 
Upper House for two meetings.

FARTH QUAKED IN. BALTIMORE 


Seismograph Shows That the Disturb- 
ances in Central America Extend- 


ed to This Country. 


BALTIMORE, April 26.—The earthquake 
which caused much destruction in Central 
America last Friday extended as far north 
as Baltimore. 

At the Johns Hopkins University observ- 
atory the film has just been taken, off the 
peismograph, and it was found to indicate 
the heaviest earth disturbance recorded 
gince the machine was put in operation. 

After he had prepared the film for exam- 
ination Dr. Harry Reid, reading from the 
record, said: 

‘‘The first measurable shock reached Bal- 
timore about 9:30 o’clock last Friday night. 
For about four minutes the disturbance 
was. slight. Then it suddenly became 
stronger. The heaviest shock was recorded 
about §:40 o’clock. It soon subsided to a 
lower degreé of. violence, but the disturb- 
ance was cenpere tively strong for an hour 
and a half, é whole disturbance lasted 
apparently two hours and a half. The 
shocks were not strong enough to be gener- 
ally perceptible.”
